Quincy Tufts’ Store. 

“Taverner,” the pithy and racy at¬ 
tache of the Boston Post, gives the fol¬ 
lowing sketch of the old Washington 
street store of the late Quincy Tufts, of 
Weymouth. 

“I have heard an anecdote of John Gilbert which 
illustrates alike his own (rowers of memory and the 
characteristics of an old-time Washington street 
dealer in dry goods cn a very limited scale. Mr. 
Gilbert had a coat in which he intended to enact a 
certain part; it was a suitable garment for this pur¬ 
pose, with the exception, as a friend suggested, of 
the buttons, which were of cloth of the same color. 
The friend’s suggestion, with which Mr. Giltiert 
agreed, was that a button of a brighter hue should 
l>e used, and of a different material. The comedian 
then remembered that some twenty years before he 
had seen a button of this kind in the shop of Mr. 
Ouinev Tufts, that quaint old-fashioned dealer who 
was never known to be ••out" of any article which 
had ever been in bis stock. So Mr. Gilbert went 
to Mr. Tuft's shop—and a queer little place it was, 
as every old-time Bostonian knows—and instead of 
asking his friend, the proprietor, for what he wanted 
t rusted to his memory to locate it. Tutting his 
hand on an upper shelf in the band-box of a shop, 
lie took from under a jnl • of cloths a | ackago which 
actually contained the very buttons he was in want 
of. There they had laid for year upon >ear await¬ 
ing some possible purchaser, and perhaps if John 
1 filbert had not sought them out they would have 
remained there till the shop vanished, with its ow¬ 
ner, from the sight ct man. To step into this shop 
was to leave the busy, bustling world behind, ami 
be among the relics of the just. For it was with 
bygone fashion* that its shelves were haded, and 
ladies who wanted to match a ribbon on some dress 
of their girlhood upujd rome to Ouinev Tufts to 
get it. Of course there were some articles of more 
recent date, but as a general ruia remoteness from 
the present gave its stamp to his wares. 1 have 
sometimes heard it said that Quincy Tufts could 
not bear to part with his goods; it gave a wrench to 
his feelings to dispose of articles that he associated 
with his cwn personality, and |>er!iaps this was the 
reason why he always had so many things that 
could not be found elsewhere. What a protest the 
quaint little old man was against the spirit of con¬ 
solidation which makes our great shops bazaars; he 
was a conservative of the conservatives, and even in 
his own day and generation was a type of bygone 
methods and dealings. 1 have often thought that 
Ouincy Tufts would have been stunned by the rush 
and whirl of the business life of today, had he lived 
to see it.” 

Personal. 

The Taunton GaaetU says that “harp¬

“I read in a New York paper the 
other day old Indian fighter Carroll 
Bronson’s story of how lie was once 
scalped by Indians," sa : d a f« rincr resi¬ 
dent of Laramie, “and it reminded mo 
tluit I lmvo met two men iu my time, 
both at Fort Laramie, who were scalped 
and got well. Thu story of one of 
these, a soldier named Dulo) O. 8an- 
hertson of Monroe County, Mich., was 
tho first uetuu. description, 1 Ldievc, 
that nny ono has ever he ml of how it 
feels to bo sculped. While ho was in 
tho hospital at Laramie I hcaid him tell 
tho story umny times, and every tlmo it 
made me shudder, ns It tloea still when¬ 
ever I think of it. 

“Smbcrtsou belonged to tho Unite 1 
States iufuutry, which was part of Gen. 
Custer’s command in Ills campaign 
agaiust tho ludiuns, iu 1SCD. He par¬ 
ticipated in many of thu engagements of 
that cumpaign, tho most imporiant of 
which wus (he fight with the celebrated 
Black Kettle's band on tho Ouuchitn. 
It wut iu this fight that SnnLcrtsou was 
wounded and sculped by tho Indian", 
and I remember that nearly ull of the 
(dd frontier*men paid that he was the 
only person they e\er knew up to that 
time who had been thoroughly aud un¬ 
mistakably seal |)cd mid lived to tell it. 

“For some day* before tho mcctiug 
with Black Kettle, Custer’s scouts had 
been bringing iu reports that tho wily 
chief was camped with a lurge following 
somewhere ou tho Ouaehiti, and there 
he was sending out predatory band* of 
his wnni»rsto plunder settlers and im- 
migrant train*. Custer decided to hunt 
him up aud punish him. The iufuutry 
was two inllos iu'rdranco of the cavalry, 
when one day, just at daylight, it catue 
iu sight of the enemy's camp. 

“ »Wo were on a high hill overlook¬ 
ing tho valley,’ Haml>crtfoii said, in 
giving the uccouut of the nllair, 'and 
Iho Indians were below. It was in the 
tuiddlo of winter aud tho snow was very 
deep. The Indiuu camp was iu a rot ky 
spot, and os tho women and chitdr *n 
were thore, it was evidently tho bead 
quarters of tho band. It was do 
tcruiiuod to surprise the vdlsgo, aud i 
|>orti >u of our command was sent 
through tho wood* to tho right to get 
in the rear of tho camp, while the rc- 
umiuder advanced quietly down the I 
mountain, ftoltt the top of which ag*-o»l 
trail led to tho valley through the thh k 
woods. This uumruvriug wire so sue- | 
coreful that before our proaeuco was du- | 


covered by tho Indian* we were with¬ 
in tour hundred yard* of tho 
camp, and tlm detachment that 
Was sent to often fire In the rear 
had arrived In position. We knew 
If tho yell* of the Indlaaa and the 
great commotion am'o’hf thefll that we 
were discovered, and we began tho at¬ 
tack. Firing bejan on both sides oT 
them at once, and this caused what at 
first promised to be a panic among the 
Indiana tbit would make our victory an 
c**y one, but suddenly an Indian of 
cuorfltous statue and build, his face 
hideously streaked In crossbars with 
bright yellow and Vermillion paint, 
came dashing into tho midst of tho sur¬ 
prising slid panic-stricken band from 
some piiicc ofnong the rock* riding a 
black pony. His yell could be heard 
above everything else as ho doshod to 
nnd fro among his warriors, and the 
effect of hia presence immediately 
chnnged tho whole situation. In lc-s 
than two minutes every Indian vra* in 
position behind some rock or tree, and 
knew that the fight would bo a desperate 
one. 

“ *Wo wero in a secure positiod| but 
the Indians were just as fccuro as wc 
were. Tho only way wo could hope to 
defeat them was to charge upon their 
stronghold, dislodge them, nnd settle 
the affair by a desperate hand to hand 
fight. We were oidcrcd to charge down 
the hill upon the enciny, and we rushed 
headlong tight into the In llin entup, 
every man of us yelling a* hideously a* 
the tc I devils IhcmscIveJ. As soon ns 
wo had emerged from tho woods we 
wera met with rifle balls from every 
side, and a good many poor fellows 
never reached the c imp. Tho detach¬ 

ment in the rear of the camp camo into 
the conflict from that side, ntld wo 
fore d the Indians out from their hid 
ing-plitccs to the op -n ground, ami the 
battle waged right among their tents. 
Black Kettle seemed to he everywhere. 
His hideous presence alone prolonged 
the fight. He held his warriors to their 
ground, nnd the fight Incline free and 
general. The Indian women, and even 
the children, took jnrt in It, and nm mg 
the dead tint soon nrowed the snow 
Mjuiws an 1 pappoosei were mingled. In 
a few minutes the snow for rod* around 
was dyed ns red with the blood from the 
dead and wounded ns the paiut on 
Blac'c Kettle's face. 

“ 'Irt a hond-to-hand fight like this, 
of course,, it was every titan far himself, 
nnd I soon found myself oa one edgo of 
the camp firing and bnyouetting nnd 
clubbing my gun just ns the sit uni ion 
fot the motneut required. A messmate 
of mine, who was fighting by my aide, 
was killed by an In I Ian who tired from 
behind a tent, nnd ho fell so I was 
obliged to step over him. As I did 
that n ball shattered my a-ui at the el¬ 
bow, nnd it fell helpless nt my side. 
Immediate y following that shot a big 
Indian, doub less the one who had 
ki.lcd my incs-nntc, sprang from i chind 
the tent And fudiGil at mo with his toma¬ 
hawk raised. My gu i was empty, nnd 
my left hand I cing useless 1 could not 
load. I would have run my bayonet 
through tlio advancing Ind.an, though, 
before ho could have used his tomahawk 
on me, Lut au I id inn woman had stolen 
up bchin 1 me, and she threw one urni 
about my neck nnd jerke 1 mo backward 
in the snow. 

“ ‘N« no of our men were near me, ns 
tho thickest of the fi »ht \vn» iu another 
part of the cimp. The big Indian who 
had come nt m.* with his tomahawk 
see me* I to be nho tho only warrior of 
this hu'id who was not iu tho general 
engagement. The pqiiaw who had 
jerked me down iu the snow held me 
there by tho lmir, and a lot of other 
squaws nnd children came swarming 
from touts in alt direction* to thu spot. 
They hurrounded me, spit in my face, 
jumped oil my body,kicked me. pinched 
uie, thrust the |»oints of knife blados iu 
niy flesh, anil tortured mo in every way 
they could think of. lies dot, my arm 
was poiuing inc trcmcndmidy nnd dye¬ 
ing the snow all arouud mo with 
tho blood that flowed from the 
wound. The big Indian stood by with 
his tomahawk in his hand, and, fortu¬ 
nately for me, he gave the women ami 
their young devils too much time to have 
their sport with me, for suddenly there 
camo the sound of a ,*un near by, und 
two Fquaws fell dead iu the tnow by my 
side. One of our boys had discovered 
my situation. The other squaws aud 
their young cues s<•amjx*re 1 away, but 
the big ludian determined to run tho 
risk of gettiog my scalp anyway, and 
he pouncod dowu on mo, with his knees 
ou my chest, drew his knife, aud the 
next sccoud, although it seemed hour* 
to me, the top of iny head wasiu hi* 
hand, and he wus gone. 

“ ‘Jnngitie tamo ouo who Into* you 
with the utmost intensity,' BauborUou 
•aid, iu describing the sensation of the 
scalping, ‘and he suddenly grabbing n 
handful of your hair, while you are 
lying prostrate nnd hclplcst, and giving 
t a quick, upward jerk with force 
enough almost to loosen the scalp; then, 
while th » painful tension is not relaxed 
iinugiuo the uot-|MirUtularly-sharp blade 
of a kuife being run quickly iu a cir¬ 
cle around your rcalp, with a s iwing 
like motion. Then let your imagination 
grasp, if it can, the effect that % strong, 
quick j ik on the tuft of hair tu release 
the sea p from any clinging part kies of 
floli that uuty >till hold it iu place 
would have on your nerves aid physical 
system, and you will Lave au inkling 
of how it feel* to scalped. When 
that ludiau saw d his knife around the 
toy of mv head, first a sense of cold 


numbness pervaded my whole 
body. This was quickly folio wed 
by * flash of pain that started at 
my feet and ran Uko an electric shock to 
my brain. That sensation wa* but mo¬ 
mentary, but it wa* terrible. When tin 
Indian tore my scalp from my head it 
seeiifed is If it must havo been connect¬ 
ed with cords to every |fltrt of my body. 
The p*in that followed the cutting 
•round the scalp had been fright fill, but 
it was ecstasy com|mrefl to the toft uro 
that followed the tearing of it from my 
head. Flashes of pain shot to every 
nerve. My knees were drawn up almost 
to my chin, and tho fingers of my one 
hind clo*cd convulsively in the snow, 
those of my Iwft hand being powcrlot* 
owing to the shattctel n-tn. That was 
•11 1 remembered. When I enrae to 
I *u in • tent. Tho cavalty 
had come up in the meantime, and the 
Indians were routed. Only a few es¬ 
cape I, but Black Kettlo wa* ninoug tho 
few .' 

“Sanbcrtson lay for weeks in the 
Government Hospital at Fort Larntnic 
perfectly helpless and suffering untold 
agony. Ho final y recovered, and in 
the meantime his term of enlistment ex¬ 
pired. He hnd no Ue»ire to re-enter the 
service, nnd General Custer jocu'arly 
rents-ked to him that ho made a mistake 
in quitting tho service. 'For think,’ 
raid I he General, 'how surprised and 
di*gu*tcd Romo Indian might be, if you 
should stay with u* anil happen to fall 
iu his hnnds when ho went to raise your 
hair t > find that sotn j one hnd been 
there bforo him.’ I »a v Han be rt son 
several year* afterward, aud tho same 
I ale-tod, fl it, rou id, Inrc spot was on 
top of his head, showing when hi* 
scalp hal been torn away, a* I had scon 
it whon he left the h ospilal. Hu said 
that it wn» extremdy tender, and in 
damp of cold went her wn* very painful. 

The Curious Bible*. 

The cutions Bible* i* a general name 
given ccrlnm edition* of thu Bible wh!ch 
arc prize 1 by bibliomaniac*, tut for any 
intrinsic value, but b-.-ciuse they contain 
certain odd m sp-iut i or mi .translation-*. 
Foirmost ntnong .them i* tho B occhci 
B ble, so called because la thu third 
chapter of G^acdt it speak* of Adnin 
and Eve ns having “made thcmsclvc* 
breeches’’ of fig lo.tvr*. Tuis edition 
first appeared in 1550, in quarto form, 
and wc owe it to thu E igli*h ru formers 
exi t'd at Geneva. During the rain of 
Queen El zihotli It served u i thu regular 
family Bdi’o, its pnpularity being large¬ 
ly due to thu Calvlnis i ? comm ?nt* that 
liberally besprinkled tho margin. The 
Bug Bible, aihich appeared in London 
in 1551, r.nd wn* originally known a* 
Matthew's Bible, is indebted for its 
curious sobriquet to tho fact that the 
fifth verse of tho ninuty-first P.nlin i* 
translated, “iio thou shalt not need to 
be afraid for any bugges by 
night." Iho original idea of the word 
—a goblin or spook—:» still to bo 
traced in bogio, bugbear, bugaboo. 
Thu Wic’ml Bible, printed iu London 
in lfi31, was so called 1 erauso the nega¬ 
tion wa* omitted in the seventh com¬ 
mandment, so placing an awful injunc¬ 
tion upon thu faithful. This is much 
sought after, bccauio it wm promptly 
suppres*cd, the printer bring lined 1*300 
by Archbidiop Land. The money, it i* 
said was devo-ed to the purchawi of a 
supply of Grick tyjc for tho University 
of Oxford. The Viwgar Bible wa* 
printed in 1717 nt the i areu’don Frcs*, 
and i* so known became the parable of 
the vineyard in thu title to thu twen¬ 
tieth chapter of St. Luke is printed 
“l'arable of tho Vinegar.” The Whig 
or I'laccmakur’s 11 hie obtained it* 
name from at orrtr occurring in St. 
Matthew, v,, 0, where “Illossod nro the 
plncotuakcra” i* substituted for "poaco* 
in ikcrs." Tho Treat le Biblo has thu 
passage in Jeremiah, “1* there uo balm 
iu Gilead?’ rendered, “I* there no tre¬ 
acle in G.load?" and the D->uay (Homan 
t’-itholic) version hat Ik'CU deu ribed a* 
tho Kosiii Bible, because the naiuo pas- 
sage has the word rosin instead of trea- 
do. Muny years ngo there existed ill 
tho Stowe library the B<>ok of Gosiiels, 
on which the Enghsh kings dowu to 
Edward VI. took the coronation oath, 
with the huge brazen crucifix, which 
tho mouarch* kisvd on its cover. Tho 
binding was of ponderous oak boards 
uu inch or so iu thickness, fnstcuod by 
huge leather thongs. Tho i*riuter*’ 
Bible make* David pathetically coin- 
plain (hut printer* iu ptueo of princes 
have ''persecuted bun without n cause.’ 
Tho author of this truuidatioii may havo 
been indulging iu a sly hit at the intel¬ 
ligent compositor, which many authors 
of the present would gaily rc-ccho. 

Eiffel Tower fur Sightseers. 

Professor Kimball of thu Johus Hop- 
kin* University, in au iutcrviow with a 
Baltimore />'«<* rcjiortcr, cxpraised tho 
opinion that the Eiffel tower of Paris 
would never prove of any service to 
science. Tho pr* f*-sv>r destroys ut ouo 
blow the. claim of tiro tower to special 
advantage on the m ire of height by 
pointing out thu'. there ore numerous 
hills and mountains of greater altitude 
in Fram e which could bo made use of. 
The chief drawback of the tower, from 
a scientific and point, is tint it stands 
in the midst of uu attuo»photo uccesiu- 
rily impure, aid that it is subject to 
such jar* and other disturbances as would 
rentier observut.o is with ‘I'-licate iustfu- { 
men's iui|VWkibk If these c iticnin* l 
are j-ist, the n all that can Ih.* said for | 
the great tower i. that it is a not ro- j 
tuarkably pup* *> * »sing picr-e of iron 
architecture, from which a good view of

Them to 
very littlo check to growth In th* sec¬ 
ond transplanting.* The roots are in n 
heap, few need bo broken, and the 
plant, sftor * day, will grow faster 
than before .—liotton Cultivator. 


arONOB THE IIOHSKS SHOULDER*. 

At that season of tho year when 
fanners' horse* nro put at hard work 
after a wiuter of comparative rest their 
shoulders are very liable to galL I 
went sumo distance to a farmer's to 
learn why his horsa* wero never afflict¬ 
ed in that way, although he is noted 
for working hit team severely. Pro¬ 
ceeding to the stable, I had no occasion 
to ask tho question. The team had 
just returned from tho field, and the 
fanner wui engaged at one and his man 
nt tho other sponging their shoulders 
with cold water. This is done every 
timo they cornu into tho stable after 
hard work, ami freedom from shoulder 
abrasions, and consequent comfort of 
the animal*, is tho nnturul result. When 
farm hotscs como in from labor, in the 
spring especially, it uny ba observed 
that they try to rub lint one shoulder 
nnd then tire other against tho stall. 
The wear nt this point cause) the aui- 
main to fuel exceedingly uncomfortable, 
and humiiuo men xvitl not withhold 
from (hem the cooling, sooth ug influ¬ 
ence of u little cold wntor. — fitio York 
Tribune. 

MEAL AT 1’ABTUIIK. 

Some stock bruc.lera, cs|H!i-iul ly those 
who raise fancy steers, nro nccustoracd 
lo feed the entile meal when at pasture 
If the prnctid was more universally ob¬ 
served there would he better animal* 
brought to our mnrkets, aud thu results 
would bo more gratifying to thu grow¬ 
ers. Poor grass |msturcs do not supply 
tho cattle with sufficient nourishment to 
cnnblu them to fatten quickly, aad in 
many of the. old icctio i* of o^ir country 
very few good pasture laudt can l>c 
found. Milc't cow* turned from the 
solid food of the barn to tho thin pas¬ 
tures of tho field demand some meal ra¬ 
tion along with the gras«. Thu milk 
flow may be kept up for a Liu3 under 
the changed circuimlniicea, but a grad¬ 
ual shrinka;c will surely follow. A 
slight cxpcusc in providing thu nuimal* 
w.th me.d w.ll insure n larger flow and 
be found very profitable. The steers 
will grow larger in frame :ml lay on 
flesh at the same time. The proper 
tneul is coniniu.-il fur milch cows that 
arc exported to keep up their (lush as 
well, cotton -feed meal will inrreaso the 
milk flow, and for steurs and colts that 
arc growing wheat bran is tho best.— 
Wiiahinyton .Slur. 


In old times, wheugraiu was threshed 
with a 11 til, farmers took special pain* 
to rave thu chaff. It is more nutritious, 
and when free from dust, moro pnlatu- 
bio than straw. A certain quantity of 
chaff was mixed with the grain fed to 
horses. When machines wero intro¬ 
duced for cutting hay or straw into 
short lengths they ware called ''chaffing 
machine*," aud thu cut hay was culled 
“chaffed hay,” or “liny-chaff." In other 
words, we cut up per hay, s'raw and 
stocks to take thu place of ch:ilT. Tho 
American threshing inaehitics knock out 
the grain, clean it aud carry straw and 
chuff together ou n “straw carrier" to a 
straw ttuuk. There is no provision for 
sc|M»rutin * tho chaff from thu straw. 
But the more conservative English 
furmcri could uot so icaddy change 
their practice of fueling, and insisted 

ou huving machines that would keep 
thu chaff separate. And they got wliat 
they wuutcd. Wc do uot waut such 
machiues here, for thu simple reason 
that uot ono farm in a thousand has any 
“chaff kousu" or place iuteudud for 
peeping chuff. Nevertheless, it is well 
to know tliat chuff is valuable, so that 
whenever we havu an opjM.rtunity of 
saving it wo may do so .—American 
Agricultural. 

TURKEYS. 

If there is any of the feathered tribe 
1 like to rai>e, it is turkeys, atul the 
Bronze is a fuvorito of tho several 
varieties. Th) siu bus aud will con¬ 
tinue to be thu important |>oiut to breed 
for. To accomplish this, Id cky, largo- 
boned, deep- bru uitud hens, mated with 
a young gobbler weighing about thirty 
pound*, uoue of the stilted lngh up-in- 
thu-air birds, but an active, wcll-uudu, 
large boned bird. Tho little turks 
should be fed on hard I oiled eggs, 
occasionally sctt'oticd with pcp;*'r, the 
first week, gradually changing to other 
feed, such us soaked bread* scalded 
meal and aborts, and chopjMul onions— 
almost anything for vuricty; a little at 
a time and often. 

But the real great secret in turkey 
raising i« to keep them froo from wet or 
dampucs.*. Au entire brood have been 
rendered almost worthless by becoming 
thoroughly snaked. For several year’ 
pa.it, with the use of the following 
jH>wdcr, com miming when a month old 
and fed for several week*, I have lrel 
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feeding young calves waste nUk and 
whey, hut out of the many very few ore 
convenient or desirable. As *oou m 
gra*s has a good start calves designed to 
be raised for the dairy ere generally put 
into n small enclosure, sometime* • 
young orchard, near the farm house, 
there to grass or nibble at the berk of 
tress. Twice or throo times a day the 
hired boy will carry them their ration of 
dilak, thickened with n few handfuls of 
middlings or oil meal. Sometimes tho 
liquid is portioned out in a row of 
buckets standing on the ground, which 
the calves alternately butt over, nnd 
crowd two heada into ono in their greed 
and haste. Often such an arrangement 
is supplemented by n long trough stand¬ 
ing on raised legs, which is twice n day 
filled to the brim with coif swill, nnd 
tho young bovines nro left to wrangle 
over it. The sequel of such m i thuds of 
feeding is that tho strongest and greediest 
animals will pod out with tho bulk of 
tho rations designod for all, and tho 
wrakly one* will grow still thinner nnd 
moro weakly oa their scanty feed tolls 
upon their growth. If calvos are sot 
a|inrt to raiso, their want* must Ite 
Iwuntifully Bupplicl, os they nro to 
form tho future dairy herd. In feeding 
calve* it is tho hoight of folly to give 
their food in bulk and lot thorn *qnnb- 
blc over the division. They need a cer¬ 
tain amount nf lood at regular inter- 
vnln, and must take it at leisure and in 
peace. The following described de¬ 
vice is both efficacious and practicable. 
At a convenient corner of tho calf pas¬ 
ture put up some light stanchions simi¬ 
lar to those in tho cow stable, only 
dwnrfed in xizu. Havo them take tho 
place of thu fence a* far as they go. 
Tnko mm broad board or two narrow 
ones dented together, nnd through the 
centre of tho strip saw circular hole* at 
distance* opart correspond mg with tho 
width between stanchions. Tho 
holes should be of dininutcrsutficiunt to 
tako in a pail or bucket two-thirds of 
it* depth. Fasten this luvul in front of 
tho stanchions by nailing it to supports 
at each end and in tho middle. At 
feeding time set a bucket of whey or 
milk iuto each hole and the calves will 
come gamboling up und thrust their 
heads through tho apertures of tho 
stauchions, where they can bo quickly 
fastened in and remain separated while 
catiug. By this sy*trm it is impoMiblo 
for one greedy creature, after it haa de¬ 
voured its own portion to get away and 
rob a slowcr-cnting companion. Tho 
rack holds tho buckets so firmly iu placo 
that the calves can butt thorn to their 
hearts’ content without upsetting. Tho 
stanchion fruino and tho rack, being 
portablo, can he stored when uot in use. 
—American Agriculturist. 

FARM AND GARDEN NOTE*. 

Poor timo to kill weeds when land is 
constantly saturated so that it cannot bo 
worked. 

Dou't placo a inortgago on tho farm. 
It is mildew aud blight to jtcuco and 
pros|R*rity. 

When tho dinner liorn sounds, heed 
it. Thu good wife ought to havo her 
hours respected. 

It will pay u farmer to heed the ad¬ 
vice of “Poor ltichard." Early to bed 
aud early to riso. 

It in not too late to plant corn for 
fodder. Use thu early varieties if you 
wish tho best results, 
j Grass will bo very juicy this year if 
cut early, but that will not reduce tho 
quality of the buy well cured. 

Ouo of tho discovorios of tho past 
winter is that frosted corn when put in¬ 
to the nilo Ls a palatable, valuable food. 

Farmers who havo land well under- 
drained enjoy advantages this year, 
while almost every day brings a soaking 
rain. 

Put all the hay possiblo iuto tho barn. 
If you must stack, make thu stacks as 
largo as possiblo; we prefer long ouo* 
to round ones.

Caste prejudice enters intu everything 
in India, writes Frank G. Carpenter. 
It forces tho foreigners to keep u dozen 
servants to do tho .work of the hou c- 
hold, and I am told that it i* almost im 
possible for a family to got along with 
les* than 13 servant*. 1 mot lait weuk 
an English preacher, who had an in¬ 
comp of $1500 a year, and ho told m<’ 
that it was absolutely inqiossiblo for 
him to livo in India without 13 ser¬ 
vant*. Said ho: "They nro paid but 
low wages, but there nro so many of 
them that tho sum total i* large. You 
havo to linvo a m u for everything you 
want done, and ho will do nothing else 
linn that ono thing. Thu mnu who 
washes disho* will not make up the 
beds, and thu cook will not attend to 
the washing of tho dishes. If you keep 
horses you must havo a groom for every 
horso, nnd for "hvory two horses 
you havo to keep a man to cut grass for 
them. Tho woman servant who wait* 
upon your wife does not consider it lior 
business to wait upon you, and tho ssr 
vnuts who do the othor work about the 
house expect you to have a body servant 
to run your own errand*. If you ask a 
man to do anything out of his regular 
business, lie says it U contrary to hi* 
caste, and you then kuoxv that you have 
to submit. There nro )iuiidre<l* of enstes 
in India. They are based on religious 
difference*, ou trade arrangement*, and 
on social distinctions. There are a caste 
of barbers, of beggars, of thieves and of 
water carriers. There ore the Brahmins, 
the Budros, tho cow-skinnors, thu 
corpse-bearers and dozens of othort, di¬ 
vided and sub-dividod until only the 
Hindo can tell you thoir number and 
differences."

“There is aoiu'thing curious nhout 
the American uiU’er dollar and half-dol¬ 
lar of 4804," Hai I a nmiiimiatist. “There 
were about 20 ,MU ) of the doll ars coiucd 
hut not one of them ever got Into cir¬ 
culation. Two of them are iu * well- 
known coin coUcetiou today, however, 
aud they are the most valuable of all 
American coin*. Why tho dollnr of 
1804 was nrvi'r aceu in circulation after 
leaving the miut it ono of the unsolved 
Governm"iit mysteries. It i» msertod 
a* good uuthority that the two 18l)4 dol- 
lar* now in existence, while having 
been made from the original die, were 
iu reality not colue 1 for many yours af¬ 
ter that year, when they \v*ro auiropti- 
tloualy struck, and, it li loppo.'od, is- 
sued to a ]H‘rson hi high authority, from 
whom they vubaequcutly patted into the 
collection referred to. Thu half-dollar 
of 1804 i* i-arrouidol by a m/story 
equally profound.
